Nations'  AsiemblY  may  dim  for  a time  the 
real  progress  that  is  being  made  currently 
With  the  economic  relief  of  Europe.  The 
salient  fact,  and  that  which  may  prove  nioti 
valuable  to  the  world  in  due  season,  is  that 
xixtcei>/  nations  have  accepted  (he  Marshall 
Plan  for  the  reconstruction  of  their  own 
economies,  first  through  credits,  and  then 
through  determined  application  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  self-help.  Over  the  nckt  four  years, 
the  Marshall  Plan  may  call  for  the  outlay  of 
some  twenty  billions  of  dollars,  while  anoth- 
er four  billions  u to  be  advanced  by  the 
World  Bank  for  capital  construction  works. 

There  is  encouragement  in  this  concur- 
rence. it  means  that  the  principal  nations  of 
Western  Europe  at  any  rate  sec  eye  to  eye  on 
the  necessity  of  working  together  to  rc-eiiab- 
lish  their  own  economies.  That  is  agreement 
at  Its  most  praitical  level.  Russia's  lone  posi- 
tion in  avoiding  rhe  Marshall  Plan  and  having 
nothing  to  do  with  it  is  hardly  realistic  in  the 
light  of  the  known  circumstances  F.urope 
most  certainly  will  not  be  able  to  recover  un- 
aided, and  here  help  is  being  piotfcred  on  a 
reasonable  and  measured  basis.  ^ 

Since  in  this  instance  concurrence  implies 
action,  and  action  to  be  taken  unitedly,  the 
sixteen-nation  agreement  under  the  Marshall 
Plan  it  a long  stride  ahead  in  a disrupted 
world.  Beside  that,  (he  bitter  wordy  conflict 
of  charge  and  countercharge  over  Russia's 
stand  at  the  Assembly  is  not  of  much  actual 
importance.  It  has  long  been  clear  that  Russia 
was  going  to  barrack  recovery  in  Europe  Her 
ability  to  do  so  now  that  sixteen  nations  are 
agreed  has  been  lessened  materially.  In  this, 
the  United  Nations  have  won  a substantial 
point,  one  which  should  prove  of  direct  bene- 
fit from  here  on. 

No  matter  what  opinions  may  be  held  on 
the  subject  in  one  country  or  another,  the 
sheer  necessities  of  the  case  may  force  their 
own  solution.  'I'be  Marshall  Plan  has  this  to 
commend  it:  It  is  in  full  recognition  of  (he 
fact  that  Europe  has  been  knocked  down  aud 
must  be  rebuilt  before  there  can  be  any  real 
hope  of  establishing  stable  economic,  political 
or  social  standards  there.  A four- year  plan 
addressed  to  that  purpose  in  a practical  and 
energetic  way  may  not  solve  all  of  the  human 
problems  involved,  but  it  should  go  a long 
way.  One  benefit  will  come  immediately, 
there  will  be  hope  in  European  capitals  now 
where  before  there  has  been  blank  despair
